Valuation Increase 
in State Property 


(By th* Associated Press) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.— American 
wage-earners are now enjoying a 
period of prosperity, greater even 
than the so-called “ peak period” of 
1920, according to a statem ent is­ 
sued by the National Industrial con­ 
ference board, which recently con­ 
cluded a research into wages and 
the cost of living. 
Asserting that 1920 
“ need 
no 
longer be considered the most re­ 
cent highwater mark for workers 
in industry,’* the investigators point 
, out that many plants have announc. 
j ed increases of IO to 15 percent. 
“ It is true,’’ the report continues, 


I “ that wages were at their highest 
levels in 1920, but m e cost of liv­ 
ing was also high at th a t tim e.’* 
Later the investigators find, the 
cost of living declined more rapid­ 
ly than earnings, and in 1922 wages 
aga*in began to rise, “ first as a re­ 
sult of longer hours worked and 
later because of wage increases.” 
The report, based on a study of 
conditions in H ants employing 600- 
000 workers, estimates the compar- 
I at ive excess of rising wages over 
rising living costs as between 
17 
and 18 percent greater in May, 1923 
than in June, 1920, using July, 1914 
, — the 
last 
pre-war 
month— as 
a 
working basis.

General Sir Charles Harrington, 
the patient and tactful commander- 
in-chief of the allied forces here, 
has add rewed a typical message of 
commendation and of caution to his 
officers and men.

British army. 
“ All have a difficult task to per­ 
form. The patience and restraint 
which have been exercised by the 
troops are beyond all praise, and 
worthy of the best traditions The 
closing weeks may be difficult ones, 
and for this reason I ask all ranks 
to help me in completing the task 
with the dignity and high sense of 
duty which has so characterized the 
forces I have been so proud to have 
under my command.” 
The exacuation will be completed 
six weeks after the ratification of 
the peace treaty. General Harington 
has asked his government for in­ 
ductions regarding the status of the 
army ot occupation during the per­ 
iod subsequent to the ratification 
until evacuation.

THROUGH CANAL 
'— 
Late in 1922 a great new source 
of 
oil 
supply 
was 
developed 
in 
southern aClifornia. Practically ov­ 
ernight tankers formerly 
in 
the 
| Mexican and other services apeared 
I in Los Angeles harbor and loaded 
j oil for Atlantic Coast points. In the 
! space of several 
months fleets of 
! tank steam ers were carrying Cali­ 
fornia oil w'ith clock-like regularity 
through the Panam a Canal to the 
Eastern seaboard— a distance of 4,- 
920 miles, taking forty-three days 
for the round trip. 
In 
the 
first three 
months 
of 
1923 oil tankers, most of them car­ 
rying California oil, paid 
$1,279,- 
000 in Panam a Canal toll*. During 
the - month of April approximately 
two-thirds of the intercoastai ton­ 
nage passing through the Canal was 
in tank ships. A year ago in April 
only one American tanker in inter- 
coastal trade used the Panam a wa­ 
terway. 
This California oil, coming from 
a remote field at the southwest ex­ 
trem e of our country is b' ing made 
available to m arkets in the east — 


3,000 miles away from the field- 
at 
the rate of 150,000 
barrels a 
da.v, equivalent to the flow7 of 8 
land trunk pipe lines pumping oil 
at capacity.

(By Ute Associated Press) 
R EV AL?—Soviet Russia’s effort to 
restore Petrograd to its former im­ 
portance as the gateway to North 
Huslia is having a detrim ental ef­ 
fect on tile ports of Hrlsingfors, Re- 
val and Riga. The Moscow govern­ 
ment is diverting all possible busi­ 
ness to Petrograd, and is making 
improvements in the harbor to en­ 
able large ships to enter with safety 
as they did in the days before Bol. 
shavians worked ruin to the port 
which has lain^idle for so long. 
Tho Moscow government holds no 
Kindly feeling for Latvia and Es­ 
t o n i a , and naturally does not care 
to have the ports of 
Reval 
and 
Riga continue to be gateways to 
Russia, as they were in the days 
of the czar. Ice troubles are far 
less 
in 
Reval 
and 
Riga 
than 
in 
petrograd. Bolshevist efforts to keep 
Petrograd open athrough extremely 
<K)ld weather have not been ,rery suc­ 
cessful. 
and 
the 
Russian 
govern­ 
ment was very unhappy over the 
necessity 
for 
shipping 
a 
large 
am ount of American Relief Admin­ 
istration supplies through the ports 
of the new baltic states rather than 
through Petrograd. 
A recent census 
in 
Petrograd 
showed the city now has over half 
a million inhabitants. 
This 
was 
something of a surprise, as it was 
at one time believed to have fallen 
to 300,000. But the housing con­ 
ditions are so good there, as com­ 
p a n d with conditions in Moscow. 
that the population 
of 
Petrograd 
which Ti maloed in Russia is appar­ 
ently drifting back to the old capi­ 
tal. Zinovieff, the head of the Pet­ 
rograd soviet and chairm an of the 
Third 
International, 
is 
making 
a 
vigorous effort to bring Petrograd 
back. Odessa and the other Black 
Sea ports are being neglected in fav­ 
or of Petrograd.

the hostess *o official 
society

W ashington, and not the least of 
her w’orries is the necessity of keep­ 
ing at her tongues’ end the proper 
title and prefix for those of her 
guests who are members of the di­ 
plomatic corps. 
In deference to the customs of a 
democratic 
country, 
many 
of the 
foreign ambassadors and ministers, 
together with the members of their 
staffs 
and 
families, 
have adopted 
plain “ Mr.,” “ Mrs.” and “ Miss” aa 
the only titles by which they are to 
be addressed. 
Others 
have 
not, 
however, and the official diplom at­ 
ic list of the State Departm ent pre­ 
sents an odd mixture of prefixes 
gathered from the 
ends 
of 
the 
earth. In some cases there even ap­ 
pears to be a paradoxical diverg­ 
ence among the representatives of 
a single country. 
J. J. Jusserand,* the French Am­ 
bassador. who as dean of the corps 
heads the diplomatic list, eschews 
the ‘Monsieur” of his nativity and 
styles 
himself 
“ Mr. 
Jusserand.” 
But the next name Is not that of 
“ Mis. Jusserand.*' Instead the list 
reads “ Madame 
Jusserand,” 
and 
there 
follows 
a 
string 
of 
“ Ma­ 
dam es” and “ Mademoiselles.” 
The eye of the seeker after cor­ 
rectness next 
encounters 
“ Senor 


Don Juan Riano y Gayangos” , the 
Ambassador of Spain and Ills wife. 
“ Senora Dona Alicia W ard de Ri­ 
ano.” “Senors,” “Senoras” and ‘Se­ 
noritas’ 
rule generally among the 
Latin-Americans, although the Ar­ 
gentine list is headed by ‘Mr. Fe­ 
lipe A. Espil,” *the charge d ’affaires 
while the Uruguayan minister and 
his wife style themselves “ Dr. Ja- 
cobo V arela” and “ Madame Vare­ 
l a ” 
With the Japanese it Is “ Mr.” 
and “ Madame.” The Chinese Min­ 
ister is “ Mr. Sao-Ke Alfred Sze” 
and his wife is •“ Madame Eze,” but 
the 
counselor 
of 
the 
legation 
Is 
“ Mr. 
Yung Kwai” while his Wife 
is “ Mrs. Yung Kwai.” Every man 
except two on the German list has 
the prefix of “Dr.” , aud of the two 
exceptions one is a “ Baron” and 
the other, according to the official 
list, is to be addressed as “ H err” . 
The 
feminine prefix 
is 
“ F rau .” 
Among the Italians it is “ Signor” 
and “ Signora.” 
In addition, of course, there are 
the diplomats and their wives who 
bf long to the nobility, and who can 
be called by none of .these tu b s. 
The Belgian Ambassador is “ Baron 
de Cartier de 
Marchienne,” 
the 
British Ambassador is “The Right
